When ie 
was called to the stand Baker askod to 
yl*ad bis own case Instead of eoing 
•H tho witnefisv stand and he made an 
impassioned appeal for leniency. He 
went over fell post life and without 
disclosing bts real Identity he claimed 
tkat he was Innocent oC the crime of 
which he was charged. He spoke for 
two hoars and In the, audience that 
packed the courtroom there Tvas Dare- 
ly a dry eye. At the conclusion ot his 
arcnmelit .Judgo Reese Blizzard, dis-
